Colored Glass 



Since the l>eginning of time there l>as 
lieen a lure for bright bits of colored 
glass. Before the sunlight could i)enetrate 
the musty inferiors of tlw ancient 
medieval catlutlrals, it had first to play 
upon the iH'Hutifully colored windows 
wliich the jieople loved and admired. 

Even today the attraction for colored 
glass is world wide. In mv home one of 



tlie brightest s\xyts is in the dining room 
where four plate glass shelves are sus- 
(lended between tlie jambs of casement 
windows. There on every shelf is a var- 
ied assortment <)f goblets, vases, pitchers, 
cui), and Ih>wIs; all glass of different hues 
and makes. 

A small transparent jar of brick-red, 
made of Holland glass, has prominent 
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place on the topmost shelf of one window 
while on another stands the lone survivor 
of my (rrandniother's first set of crystal 
goblets. What iniirvelous stories some of 
these pieces could relate if they were 
ftiven only lialf a cluince. 

The hollow, hluc ball now resting 
peacefully on one of the shelves, two 
years ago, was fastenetl, with a great 
many other balls, as a float to a large 
Japanese fishing net. I like to imagine 
the ycllow-skinnt-d, black-eye<l orientals 
with their small fishing fleets letting out 
great lengtlvs of nets to which are al- 
taclied hundreds of these floats made of 
crude imjierfect glass. Winter comes and 
with it brings dangerous storms which 
cause many of the floats to break away. 
What long distances they must luivc 
traveled and wluit strange adventures 
they must liave exiK-rienced before they 
were safely washed ui> on the shores of 
a new continent, America. 

I should also like to hear the exix-ri- 
ences of a pale yellow glass Imt which 
Ls decorated in the daisy and button 
pattern; and a small dish which belongetl 
in tl>e family for many years could i>rob- 
ably tell more incidents of history than 
I have ever known. 

Perhaps one of tlie most insignificant, 
yet attractive pieces, is a clear glass ]>rism 
once used as a stopjier for a large French 



jierfume bottle. Wlien tlie sun strikes the 
crystal a veritable rainbow apj>ears on 
the opi)osite wall. 

This, with a grou)) of iinu.sually colored 
goblets, a ha.sket made from vaseline 
glass, and a numlH'r of other smaller 
pieces including a quaint old mannidade 
jar, make ui> a collection of gla.ss which 
not only adds decoration and beauty to 
the room, but furnishes joy anti i)leasure 
to all who see the collection. 

During the winter montlis I delight to 
sit in the dining r<M>m and watcli the sun 
enhance the beauty of the glass with the 
glistening snow as a background for the 
picture. 

During the lioliday season, with the 
lights of tlie Christmas tree reflected 
clearly in the pieces of glass, there is 
a certain feeling of a nearness to fairy 
land and endless happiness. 

'I'his form of collecting glass seems to 
stimulate the imagination to a great ex- 
tent. Tlie historj- of each piece presents 
])Ossihilities for a new tale as elaborate 
or simple as the mind tends to make It. 
Certainly the color and beauty in design 
of each piece is enough of an inducement 
to watch for otid pieces to more fully 
complete tlie lieauty of the dull windows 
made lovely by an array of charming 
pieces of gracefully shaped and beauti- 
fully colored glass.
